HA, HUNGARY (6M BAND) 

As of March 29th, 2006, HA amateurs can start using the 50-52 MHz band on a secondary, non- 
interference basis as a new frequency allocation plan has appeared in the official journal of the 
Republic of Hungary. The same government order also opens the 7100-7200 kHz segment of 
the 40m amateur radio band for Hungarian radio amateurs. 


On 6m, the frequency allocation for amateur radio is 50-52MHz, with a power limit of 10W 
ERP. All known modes occupying less than 12 kHz bandwidth are allowed. There are no 
restrictions on the design or polarity of antennas, but the 10W ERP limit has to be obeyed. As 
the amateur radio band is now contained in the National Frequency Allocation Plan, no separate 
licences are required, all stations holding a CEPT-equivalent licence are automatically granted 
access. No mobile operation on 6m is allowed however. The two television transmitters in 
Hungary remain operational in the band for the time being. 


Early access to the 7100-7200 kHz segment of the 40m amateur radio band is also granted for 
those holding CEPT-equivalent licences, with 150W or 250W of power depending upon the 
licence class. As this band is under 30 MHz, a CW proficiency exam is still necessary. Hungary 
is expecting new amateur radio regulations within a few months that will revise - among other 
things - the Morse requirement and the national licence/exam classes.

now may apply their LoTW credits to applications for the League's Worked All 
States (WAS) award. Once registered and logged in, users may set up a WAS 
account on the Logbook Awards page, configuring the account to automatically 
select QSLs to use or selecting them manually via the Your QSOs page. LoTW is a 
repository of logbook records submitted by users from around the world. When 
both participants in a contact submit matching QSO records to LoTW, the result is 
an electronic "QSL" that can be used for award credit. As part of this addition, 
administration and maintenance of all WAS awards is now perfomed using an 
LoTW module. US Amateur Radio licensees must be ARRL members to apply for 
the WAS award. In addition to WAS, LoTW supports the ARRL DX Century Club 
(DXCC) award. Since its inauguration in September 2005, LoTW has more than 95 
million QSO records on file, with nearly 5.15 million QSL records resulting.

This year s featured speaker and program at the dinner event will be 
Bob Allphin, K4UEE and the amazing 3Y0X DXpedition to Peter I 
Island. Come hear this world-class DXer and accomplished speaker 
tell the 3Y0X story. The most expensive DXpedition in history that 
resulted in 86,891 QSOs will be a fascinating story and one every 
DXer will want to hear. Get your tickets early to be sure you get a 
seat. Tickets can be purchased on the HamCom website. This year s 
menu will be TexMex fare featuring grilled breast of Emperor Penguin 
on a mirror of Antarctic chili sauce. Served with two walrus tusk 
enchiladas and Arctic Krill rice with Orca onion sour cream, refried 
Sea Stars and Blue Whale de Gallo topped with tri-colored Arctic 
Tern strips. Following the dinner, the Lone Star DX Association and 
the North Texas Contest Club will host the ever popular DX/Contest 


hospitality suite for a time of fellowship and renewing old friendships. 


K4UEE has visited eighty three (83) DXCC entities and operated from 
forty four (44). He has participated in twenty six (26) DXpeditions, 
including six from top 10 DXCC entities, i.e. Heard Island, Bhutan, 
Kingman Reef, South Sandwich Islands, South Georgia Island and most 
recently, Peter I Island. He has been an operator on 4 of the top 7 
DXpeditions with the highest QSO totals. In addition, Bob has the honor 
of having participated in five DXpeditions of the Year . 


Bob is also an active contester and has participated in twenty-eight 
contest DXpeditions. Six (6) of these efforts resulted in new World 
Records. Further evidence of this operating skill was his participation 
as a competitor in the 1996 WRTC (the Amateur Radio Olympics of 
Contesting), placing 5th along with his teammate N6IG. He also 
participated in the 2000 WRTC in Bled , Slovenia . 


Bob is a member of the FOC (First Class Operator Club), A-1 Operator 
club, the SouthEastern DX Club Hall of Fame, Board of Directors of 
INDEXA, a member of the ARRL DX Advisory Committee (DXAC) representing 
the Southeastern Division, and the CQ DX Hall of Fame. 


In addition to the dinner event on Friday there will be a DX Forum with 
a panel of world-class DXer and DX authorities. Saturday s programs at 
the convention center will begin with Jeff Steinman, N5TJ. This 
world-class contester has operated from many DX locations around. Jeff 
will provide an interesting presentation on DX contesting and his 
exploits from around the world. Come learn how to plan and execute your 
own contest DXpedition. 


The next presentation will be Bob Schmieder, KK6EK and the very 
successful and innovative K7C DXpedition to Kure Island . Bob is an 
accomplished DXer and prolific author of books chronicling many 
expeditions. 


Bob is the founder and Expedition Leader of Cordell Expeditions, a 
nonprofit research group begun in 1977. The group is responsible for the 


creation of the Cordell Bank National Marine Sanctuary, which was 
designated entirely on the basis of results from Cordell Expeditions. 
Creator and Expedition Leader of the Rocas Alijos expeditions 1990, 
1993. Participant in the 1994 expedition to Peter I Island, Antarctica , 
3Y@PI, where in addition to radio operations, he carried out a program 
of sampling and chemical analysis of the environment. Co-organizer and 
Leader of the 1995 expedition to Easter Island/Salas y Gómez, XRØY/Z, 
which included 32 participants for 3 weeks. Co-Expedition Leader of the 
highly successful 1997 expedition to Heard Island , VK@IR, with 20 
participants. Participant in the 2002 expedition to San Felix Island ( 
Chile ) XR@X. He is the owner and operator of a research vessel, the 
Cordell Explorer. Licensed since 1962, he holds Extra Class radio 
license KK6EK. He has been active in Islands on the Air (IOTA), having 
activated five "New Ones": Farallons, NA-178; Guadalupe, NA-179; 
Roqueta, NA-183; Northern California Group, NA-184; and Central 
California Group, NA-187. Other calls he has held are XF1/KK6EK, VP8CPK, 
4K1/KK6EK, CE@®/KK6EK, and VK6EKK. 


The final presentation will be Robert Wood, W5AJ and the recent ARRL DX 
SSB Contest as TI1C. Robert is a very accomplished DXpedition contest 
operator. His DXpedition contest awards include: CQ WW SSB Caribbean 
Island award at VP2E -1995 and 1996, CQ WW SSB South American (mainland) 
as HC5C-1997, ARRL DX SSB and CW #1 USA Single Band 28 MHz -1997, ARRL 
DX SSB #1 North America at 8P9P-1998, CQ WW SSB #1 World Low Power-2000 
at P40P. This remains an Aruba record. CQ WW SSB #1 World Assisted-2002 
at P40P, a new record. ARRL DX SSB #1 World Low Power at P40P-2002, ARRL 
DX SSB #1 World Low Power at V26P-2003, ARRL DX SSB #1 North America Low 
Power at TI5A-2005.
